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DETAILED ACTION 

Restriction/Election Requirement 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S. C. § 121 : 

I. Claims 1-20, drawn to a method and computer system for analyzing gene 
expression, classified in class 702, subclass 19. 

II. Claim 21, drawn to polynucleotides, classified in Class 536, subclass 23.1. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

3. The inventions of Groups I and II are independent because group I is directed to a method 
for analyzing gene expression involving statistical analysis, and group is directed to a 
polynucleotide. The polynucleotide of group II is not used in the method of group I, nor is it 
made by the method of group I. 

4. Because these inventions are independent/distinct for the reasons given above, have 
acquired a separate status in the art, and thus are usually published separately in the literature 
because of their recognized divergent subject matter, and/or acquired a separate status in the art 
as shown by their different classification, there would be undue search burden if they were 
examined together. The search for the two groups would not be coextensive because of the 
reasons set forth above. Therefore, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
